City Council Proclaims 
June Charter Month 


The city council has proclaimed 
June 1962 as “Charter Month”, as 
part of the Silver Anniversary of 
the City of Greenbelt. Twenty-five 
years ago, the Maryland General 


Assembly passed House Bill No. 
365 to incorporate the town of 
Greenbelt. It became effective on 
June 1, 1937, with the’signature of 
Governor Harry W. Nice. 


A later act of the Maryland Gen- 
eral Assembly amended the char- 
ter to change the designation of 
the “Town of Greenbelt” to the 
“City of Greenbelt,” effective June 
1, 1949, when it was signed by 
Governor Preston Lane. 


Council Adopts New Budget 


The city council on June 7 adop- 
ted for final passage the $316,385 
budget for 1962-63, calling for a 
real property tax rate of $1.50 per 
$100 assessed valuation. No changes 
were made in the budget as. ap- 
proved for first reading.. The 27- 
cent cut from last year’s rate of 
$1.77 is attributed to three factors: 
(1) an increase of $567,240 in the 
assessable tax base; (2) an estima- 
ted increase of $5,700 in revenues 
from sources other than real prop- 
erty taxes; and (3) increased 
amounts allocated from surplus.. 


Last-minute addition to the city 
council’s agenda for Monday night 
is the job description of the new po- 
lice chief. This post is being vaca- 
ted by James Williams as of June 
15. The Personnel Board has reco- 
mmended the following qualifica- 
tions: a high school education and 
at least five years prior experience 
in police work. 


Paving of Road Shoulders 


Work is progressing on the pave- 
ment of road shoulders on Ridge 
Road between Southway and Cres- 
cent, to provide additional park- 
ing spaces.. The base coat has al- 
ready been installed, and the sur- 
face seal, using a mixture of asphalt 
spray and chips, will be completed 
within the next few days, weather 
permitting. 


In addition, parking courts at 1 
and 2 Gardenway, 14 Laurel Hill, 
6 Hillside, and 2 Northway, will 
be repaved.
